A seven-toot stfatum of yuicksane@ 
was encountered, at a depth of 41 
feet, soon after midnight Sunday by 
workmen employed in sinking a test 
caisson on the future site of the Post-' 
Dispatch Building, northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets. 

R. K. Schutt, consulting engineer 
and head of the Concrete Bar Co., 
which is sinking the caisson, be- 
lieves the quicksand to be the same 
vein which was, encountered when 
caissons were sunk for the new Bank 
of Commerce Building, the . Railway 
Exchange Building, the“ LaSalle 
Building and nearly every other large 
downtown building. 

The test caisson is being ‘sunk to 
learn the exact forrhation of the 
ground through which the caissons 
for the building will be sunk to 
reach solid rock. It is near the cen- 
ter of the site. The workmen pene- 
trated dirt, loose rock and clay -to 
the quicksand. When -work was 
stopped at midnight Saturday no 
quicksand had been encourtered, but 
the workmen went into it soon after 
resuming work at midnight Sunday. 

The caisson is being sunk by driving 
a ring of wood lagging bound together 
with steel hoops into the ground. The 
dirt is shoveled out and hoisted to the 
surface. When the quicksand was en- 
countered the length of the lagging was 
increased from three to seven feet, and 
& smaller ring was driven down inside 
the other ring. 

The quicksand caused the workmen 
much trouble, but they got through it 
this morning and went into clay. Schutt 
expects to find solid rock after the clay: 
ata depth ot approximately 65 feet. The 
chart of the city of St..

A WEEK FOR ALLIES 


Concern Here Filling Part of 
$15,000,000 Contract With 
France and Britain. 


NIGHT SHIFT EMPLOYED 


Local Output, Added to Those of 
Other Branches, Amounts 
to 150 Legs a Week. 


Twenty-five artificial legs are being 
manufactured in St. 
to replace the severed legs of ,British 
and French soldiers, as part of a con- 
tract amounting to several million dol- 
lars, 

The St. Louis branch of the J. E. 
Hanger Artificial Limb Co., at 1912 
Olive streetgis employing day and night 
shifts of workmen, to fill its part of the 
contract. The company’s headquarters 
are in Washington, and its other 
branches are in Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Bditimore and Atlanta. The company 
expects to send abroad 150 legs a week, 
and the St, Louis factory is required 

furnish one-sixth of this supply. 

Thomas W. manager of the 
St. Louis branch, said he understood 
that the contract with the two allied 
rovernments was for $15,000,000 worth 
of legs. The contract price is $85 a leg 
tu the British and $100 to the French. 
Nine out of every 1Q legs must fit above 
the knee. -Formerly,. Cotton said, the 
majority of legs were required to fit be- 
low the knee. Trench warfare which 
protects the lower part of the leg, ap- 
pears to be the reason for the change.

Ten-Day Naval War Game Begins;

WASHINGTON, Oct 5.—Admiral 
Fletcher’s Atlantic fleet of battleships 
was engaged today in defending the 
coast from Maine to Floritia from a hos- 
tile force under Vice Admiral Mayo.

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PURPORTED STORY 
OF BULGAR KING'S 
WAR CONFERENCE 


Opposition Leader Said to Have 
Told Him .Batry Into Con- 
flict Would Cost Him Head. 


Special Cable to the Poat-Dispatch 
and the New York Werld. 


LONDON, Oct. §6.—What purports to 
be an account of the recent meeting 
of King Ferdinand of Bulgaria and 
the leaders of the five parties op- 
posed to Premier Radoslavotg is pub- 
lished in the Corriere Della Sera at 
Milan and has been forwarded to the 
Chronicle. 

The Crown Prince and his political 
secretary accompanied the King. 

“First to speak,” says the account, 
“was M. Malinoff, leader of the Dem- 
ocrats. 

“'The policy being conducted by the 
Government,’ he said, ‘is a policy of 
adventure which tends to throw Bul- 
garia into the arms of Germany, 
either spurring her to an attack on 
Servia or else forcing her to keep 
neutrality, which is desired by Ger- 
many. This policy is contrary to the 
sentiments and interests of the coun- 
try and if the Government continues 
alorg these lines the disturbance 
which it will provoke will be very 
serious. 

““For these reasons, after having 
appealed to the Government in vain, 
we request your majesty to call the, 
chamber together immediately. We 
ask further that a coalition ministry 
be called to guarantee the country 
against any rash adventure.’ 

“The King listened in silence and 
made no reply. He then invited M. 
Stambuliski to speak. The head of 
the Agrarian party is a rough a a 
haughty man, very popular with tne 
masses of Bulgarian peasants from 
whom he sprung. He arose and ad- 
dresesd the King with vigor. 

Peasant Leader Opposes War. 
“In the name of the workers in 
the fields of Bulgaria,’ he said, ‘I 
wish to add to thé words of my col- 
league, M. Malinoff, that the Bulga- 
rian people holds you personally re- 
sponsible, rather than your Govern- 
ment, for the disastrous adventure of 
1913. If a similar adventure were 
to be repeated the catastrophe would 
be beyond remed¥. 

“ ‘Again the responsibility would lie 
with your policy, which is contrary 
to the well-being of the country, and 
the country would not fail to call you 
to acocunt in person.’ 

“The King then turned to M. Banofyf, 
leader of the Redical Democrats, and 
invited him to speak. M. Zanoff looked 
straight into the eyes of the King, who 
watched him with ever increasing at- 
tention. 

““T had sworn,’ said M. Zanoff, ‘that 
I would never set foot in your palace. If 
I come today it is because the interests 
of the country, higher than my private 
principles, obliged me to do so. What 
I have to say your majesty can read in 
this paper, which I present in the name 
of my party.’ 

“He then presented a memorandum 
similar in contents to that of the Agra- 
rians. The King read this. 

“ “Your turn, Mr. Geshoff,’ 
said. 

"I, too, declare myself fully in eet 
ment with what Stambuliski already 
has said,’ remarked this spefiker. ‘We, 
all of us, representatives of the opposi- 
tion, consider the present policy as con- 
trary to the sentiments and interests of 
the country, for by spurring it to make 
common cause with Germany it will be 
-rought into hostility with mighty Rus- 
sia, who was our liberator, and the ad- 
venture into which the country will be 
thrown will cost it its future. We dis- 
approve in the most absolute manner of 
this policy.’ 

‘“‘He was followed by M. Daneff, who 
associated himself in everything with 
those preceding him. 

‘The King remained thoughtful a few 
moments and then rose. 

** ‘Gentlemen,’ he said, ‘I have listened 
to your threatenings and will refer them 
to the Prime Minister, that he may take 
cognizance of them and know what to 
Gecide.’

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Bulgar-German Campaign 
Success Means Serb Isolation

In 1913 Gen. Savoff, chief of the Bul- 
garian General Staff, planned to dis- 
pose of Servia by one tremendous sur- 
prise blow with the main mass of Bul- 
garian troops, using a small force 
against the Greeks. His whole strategy 
lay in isolating the two allies by cut- 
ting the Oriental railroad, the only line 
of communication between the two 
states. 

Today the first aim of Bulgaria must 
be the same. Servia, isolated from her 
Greek and entente allies, assailed in 
front by the Germans, either along the 
Danube or on the Bosnian frontier, de- 
pendent upon Salonica for all supplies 
and reinforcements, should prove an 
easy victim if the railroads were once 
cut. 

The aim of German, as contrasted 
with Bulgarian, strategy must be to 
sweep south along the Valley of the 
Vardar, moving by the Salonica Rail- 
road until Nish is reached, and then 
turning east on the Nish-Sofia-Constan- 
tinople Railroad. 

Bulgars-German Strategy. 

Thus the two-fold purpose of Bulgaro- 
German strategy must be: An attack 
upon the Salonica-Belgrade Railroad by 
the Bulgarians, designed to isolate Ser- 
via; a great ‘drive’ by the Germans 
south from the Danube to the a

eapital. 

In 1913 Savoff' approached his simpler 
problems in the following fashion: Bul- 
gar troops were tn Macedonia and oc- 
cupfed all the distriet between Kusten- 
dil and Istib. The main Servian ferce 
was southeast of Uskub, facing Istib, 
and behind the Bregalnitza River, just 
east of Veles. Against this army, with- 
out warning and without declaration of 
war, Savoff hurled the victors of Lule- 
Burgas. 

At the same hour the second Bulga- 
rfan army about Kilkis, 40 miles north 
of Salonica, detached a force which cut 
the Salonica-Belgrade Railroad at Guev- 
gheli and for the moment isolated Ser- 
via. At the same time the remainder 
of this army undertook to hold in check 
the main Greek army advancing from 
Salonica. 


Unfortunately for the Bulgarians, their 
numbers were inadequate for the work 
undertaken. After a brief.period of con- 
fusion the Servians rallied, took the of- 
fensive, and, in a five-days’ struggle, cut 
the main Bulgar army in half, driving 
one portion through Istib a over the 
mountains into old Bulgaria, around 
Kastendil, and the other south upon 
Strumnitza. 

At the same time a Greco-Serb force 
expelled the Bulgar detachment from the 
Vardar Valley at Guevgheli, driving it 
also in on Strumnitza. Finally, the main 
Greek army easily and quickly over-

Today Bulgaria will have to start be- 
hind a frontier drawn by her old ene- 
mies. She will have to begin any at- 
tack upon the Oriental railroad between 
Uskub and Veles, behind the mountains 
which separate her from Macedonia; 
that is, she will have to start at Kus- 
tendil instead of at Istib. At only one 
point will her armies be, at the outset, 
within striking distance of the Oriental 
railroad, and that is at Strumnitza, 
where the Bulgar territory is within a 
dozen miles of the railway. 

It is at this point that Macedonian 
comitadjitis made a foray some months 
ago. "“Megntime the allied troops landed 
at Saloniki can be transported by rail to 
the Guevgheli danger point tn a brief 
time. Bulgaria, on her side, will have to 
operate from railroads, depending upon 
mountain roads and paths. This was 
one of the causes of her defeat in 1913 
and may prove disastrous again. From 
Nish to Guevgheli, Servia and her allies 
will fight with their backs to a railroad, 
thus being assured of supplies and muni- 
tions. As for Greece, if she undertakes 
to hold her own northern frontier, from 
the Vardar to the Mésta, she will have 
behind her the pi ameeicacernserctei tg 
railroad. 

It is conceivable that Detearte will 
concentrate hér troops west of Sofia 
and drive northwest through Pirot to 
Nish, while the Germans drive south- 
east from Belgrade and Semendria 
toward Nish. This would open the 
Belgrade-Constantinople Railroad, 
but it would leave the Servian armies 
on the flank, and, until the Serb 
forte, with its allied reinforcements, 
is disposed of, such an avenue would 
be exposed to attacks and wholly in- 
secure. ° 

Necessary to Cut Rallway, 

If Germany actually means to hack 
a way through Servia to Bulgaria, it 
would seem necessary first to cut the 
Oriental railway north of the Greek 
frontier, thus isolating Servia, then 
destroy the Serb army and repeat the 
Belgian exploit in the little © Slav 
kingdom. Servia once éliminated, 
Germany could leave to Bulgaria the 
task of holding Macedonia and thus 
keeping the allies far away from the 
Belgrade-Nish-Constantinople rail- 
way. 

The key to the whole Balkan con- 
flict will be found tin the railroad 
map. The line from Belgrade _ to 
Constantinople, through Nish, ts the 
pathway of German advance to Con- 
stantinople, as it was that of the Cru. 
saders in another century. The rall- 
way from Nish to Salonica is the life 
line of Servia and the only route by 
which she can be reinforced and mu- 
nitioned.

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BERLIN PLACES 


ALLIED LOSSES IN 
WEST AT 190,000 


German Casualties Not One- 
Fifth That Number, Official 
Statement Says. « 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 5&.—A sup- 
plement to the German official state- 
ment puts the French losses in killed 
wounded and prisoners in the recent 
fighting at 130,000 and those ef the Brit- 
ish at 60,000, while the German losses are 
#aid to have been not one-fifth of this 
number. 

Eugene Zimmerman, genera! director 
of the Lokal Anzeiger, discussing the 
Anglo-French offensive in hig nowspaper 
today, declares that the maneuver was 
& most carefully prepared copy of the 
German offensive on the Dunajec Riv- 
er, during the drive of the Russians 
from the Carpathian Mountains, but 
that it failed to show the effects of the 
original movement. 

70 Hours’ Artillery Attack. 
“The offensive,” says Herr Zimmer- 
man, was very thoroughly thought out 
and prepared, but whereas the Ger- 
mans and Austrians initiated their of- 
fensive with a four hours’ artillery 
attack, the British and French con- 
sumed 70 hours. This would show the 
strength of the nerves of the Germans 
to be 8-fold greater than that of the 
Ktussians, which amounts to high praise 
for the German troops. 7 
“Yet the results of the Anglo-Frenth 
efforts were meager in comparison to 
the Dunajec gain. The German front 
line was pushed back into its second po- 
sition a distance of 15 miles, which 
means a withdrawal of from one to two 
miles, But there was no breach in the 
lines. On the dBther hand the Dunajec 
breach was,made on a front of 25 miles 
for a depth of 12 miles. When the Ger- 
man and Austrian infantry attacks be- 
gan they proceeded ‘without interrup- 
tion until all the seven Russian lines had 
been taken and Gorlice was captured.” 
Herr Zimmerman assumes that the al- 
lies will continue their efforts to break 
through the German lines until they are 
convinced of the impossibility of so 
doing!) The German leaders, he says, 
all along had contemplated the possibil- 
ity of mass efforts to break through 
being partially successful locally, but 
he declares that a breachof the whole 
of the position will not take place. 

Wavering in Policy Seen. 

A wavering in the strategic policy in 
the Anglo-French conduct of the war is 
seen by Herr Zimmerman. The allies, 
he says, first tried vainly to break the 
German lines in the west and, having 
failed, they turned their attention to 
the Dardanelles, where they also were 
unsuccessful, and therefore have re- 
turned to their original ‘plan to break 
through in the west, where an attack 
has been made with a four-fold superi- 
ority in numbers.

AMERICA SENDS 
WARNING 10 TURKS 
ON MASSACRES 


Friendly Relations Will Be 
Threatened Unless Cruelties to 
Armenians Cease. 


Ry Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.-—The Turkish 
Government will be formally notified 
that, unless the massacre of Armenians 
ceases, friendly relations between the 
American people and the people of Tur- 
key will be threatened. 

Instructions to that*effect had gone 
today to Ambassador Morgenthau, at 
Constantinople, for presentation to the 
Foreign Office. Officiais here made it 
plain, however, that the message did 
not threaten a rupture in the diplo- 
matic relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

The Ambassdaor’s instructions are 
merely to inform Turkey that the Amer- 
ican people already are so stirred oy 
the reported massacres that a contin- 
uance of the cruelties might result In a 
break of the friendly relations between 
the two peoples.

Ernest Yarrow, one 

of the missionaries, told how the Armée» 

nian population of Van, numbering 150), 

held out against 5000 Kurds and a Turk- 

isl. company coramanded by a German 
officer, from April 20 to May 17, when 

Russians arrived and relieved the town. 
“We had six American and two Red 

Cross flags,’ said Yarrow, “and we 

flew these over the mission, but they 

were not respectéd by either of the com- 
batants. 

“We sheltered large numbers of Ar- 
menian women and children, but as 
the Turks and Kurds had been driven 
away from the town, virtually all of 
the Armenians turned out to loot the 
Turkish MNouses and duplicate the atroc- 
ities that Rad previously been practiced 
upon the Armenians. It was with great 
difficulty that they were restrained.” 

Yarrow said many Armenians were 
suffering from typhus and other dis- 
eases, and when he left, cohditi®ms al- 
most everywhere in rmenia were ter- 
rible. Half of the missionaries were 
taken ill during the siege and six of 
them died.” Yarrow said only a portion 
of the real story had beens told.

‘their phases. These men were John 
W. Day of Raymondville, Mo., and H. 
Iu. Ashley of St. Louis County. They 
visited every exhibit at the fair and 
witwessed the racing events. 

They agreed, after having seen 
everything there was to see at the 
fair, that the thing which interested 
them most was the pigoen show. Al- 
most 100 varieties of pigoens are on 
exhibition. They-are jall colors and 
sizes. The two visitors spent more 
than an hour in the pigeon tent, ad- 
tiring the beauty and ‘pecullarities 
of the little girds—being first amazed 
at the size of the pigeons, which 
they described as being as large as 
dueks, and the lack of bill capacity of 
other birds.

Undue Influence , by Baseball 
Pioneer’s Second Wife and 
Theosophists Is Charged. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Oct. 5.—Contest cf 
the will of A. G. Spalding, famous base- 
ball pioneer and millionaire sporting 
goods merchant, was to be entered to- 
day by Spalding’s son, Keith, immedi 
ately after the filing of the will for 
probate. The son charges that the will 
was procured through the undue influ- 
ence of h wife, Elizabeth Churchill 
Spalding, and Mrs. Katherine Tingley,” 
the latter of whom is head of the Uni- 
versal Brotherhood and Theosophical So 
ciety, at Point Loma, Cal. Spalding 
died at his residence in Point Loma, 
Sept. 9 last. 


The contest alleges that for several 
years before his death Spalding was not 
in his right mind; that his mental and 
physical strength was impaired by ad- 
vancing age, by sickness and by busi- 
ness worries. 

A fortune of $2,000,000 was accumulated 
by Spalding and his first wife, who diel 
in 1899, according to the contest.

BATTLE CRUISERS 


T0 BE AS LARGE 


CLOSING OF CANAL 


FOR MONTH URGED - 


AS DREADNOUGHTS| BECAUSE OF SLIDE 


Vessels Designed to Make 35 
Knots an Hour May Have 
@-Inch Rifle Gyns. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Congress will 
be asked to vote an appropriation for 
the building of battle cruisers equal In 
size to the largest dreadnoughts, and 
faster than any craft now in the navy, 
except the swiftest destroyers. Their es- 
timated cost of construction and equip- 
ment is $18,000,000 each. President Wil- 
son has approved the outline of the 
plan, which is also indorsed by Secre- 
tary Daniels and Representative Pad- 
gett, chairman of the House Committes 
on Naval Affairs. 


The plans for such a vessel have been 
prepared under the direction of Rear 
Admiral David W. Taylor, chief con- 
structor of the pavy, and details are 
now being worked out under the super- 
vision of the general board. The num- 
ber of cruisers to be asked has not been 
determined. 

The speed contemplated is % knots an 
hour, which, in iand mileage, nearly 
equals the speed of trains running 40 
miles an hour. 

The armament will be equal to, or 
greater than, that of present day dread- 
noughts. Some officers believe each 
ship should carry 12 14-inch, § caliber 
rifles, but it is possible tyat a lesser 
number of guns may be mounted, or 
that the new 16-inch r'fle, the largest 
naval gun yet developed may be usel, 
six or eight on each cruiser. 

Cost of construction of navy craft 
has risen since the outbreak of the Hu- 
ropean war. Sonte recent steel contracts 
for the navy show an increase of 30 
per cent over previous prices. Dread- 
noughts, which also will be recommend- 
ed for construction this winf*r, will 
cost $18,000,000 each, it is estimated, as 
against $15,000,000 for those now build- 
ing. Part of this increase is due to new 
hull construction to provide greater pro- 
tection against torpedo attack. 

Battle crufsers have not previousty 
been recommended by the general board 
of the navy except once, several years 
ago. Many officers now feel that with 
bids advertised for the forty-fourth pat- 
tleship for the navy, it is time that 
swift, heavily armed cruisers were add- 
ed to the fleet, aside from any lessong 
drawn from the European war.

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Engineer in Charge of Panama 
Waterway Recommends That 
President Issue Order. 


By Aasociated Preaes. 

PANAMA, Oct. §.—Lieutenant-Colonel 
Chester Harding, the engineer in charge 
of the Panama Canal, has sent a mes- 
sage to the Secretary of War at Wash- 
ington, recommending that President 
Wilson issue an executive order effec- 
tvally closing the canal until Nov. 1. 

Col. Harding explains that it will be 
impossible to clear the channel before 
that date and perhaps not then. He 
favors refunding the tolls to those ships 
which have paid them and are now 
awaiting passage and also arrangements 
to tranship the cargoes of the vessels 
and forward them to their destinations. 

It is estimated, however, that it would 
require at least a month for the Pana- 
ma Railroad to complete the tranship- 
ment of the cargoes of the 9 vessels 
now in canal waters. 

The conditions caused by the -new 
slide are the worst in the history of the 
canal, according to Col. Harding. More 
than 1,000,000 cubic yards of earth must 
be removed before the channel is again. 
deep enough to permit the passage of 
ships. 

The dredgers are maintaining a high 
point of efficiency and during the month 
of September removed more than 1,000,. 
0) yards. The work is being pushed 
energetically and canal officials are. op- 
timistic that eventually the danger of 
slides will be overcome. 

The agents of the steamer Finland.

ed to San Francisco by rail.

K Class Vessele Going Under Own 


Power to Relieve * Group, Which 
Will Be Tewed Home. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Naval De- 
partment officials are watching the 
rrogress of the four United States 
submarines of the K class, which are 
now making the voyage, under their 
own power, from San Francisco to 
Honolulu. They will relieve the F 
group at Honolulu, which will be 
towed home and put out of commis- 
sion until defects disclosed by the 
accident to the F-4, resulting in the 
loss of 21 men; have been remedied. 

This is the first time American 
submarines have been sent upon s0 
long a journey—2200 miles—under in- 
structions to use their own power and 
without refueling en route. 

The K boats have a fuel capacity 
for more than 4000 miles. Unless they 
encounter a long storm, they are ex- 
pected to make the journey without 
difficulty. The trip is expected to 
require 10 days. American subma-

In the “family circle” of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, 1411 
Locust street, is the Pakoble Club. 
That is the way it came to the Post- 
Dispatch as identifying the source 
of a contribution of $1.25 te the Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund, formal ac- 
knowledgment of which was made 
yesterday. There could be no doubt 
as to the name of the club, the writ- 
ing of it being round and clear, but 
it conveyed no meaning to the edi- 
tor of the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk 
and Free Ice department beyond the 
existence of an organization within 
the Y. W. C. A,, the members of 
which had chosen a name which 
pleased them and who were strongly 
imbued with the:spirit of benevo- 
lence, 

The club, it was subsequently as- 
certained, is com@sed of 15 young 
women, ranging in age from 15 to 
19 years.

To the club treasury each member 
pays 2 cents weekly, and it was from 
this fund that the $1.25 for the Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund was voted 
by the members.

“‘Pakoble” is an Indian name for the 
rose, and in selecting it the girls were 
inspired by the motto, with them a 
cherished aim in life, to spread the fra- 
grance of good deeds. The treasury 
fund is sacred to that purpose, and that 
the members drew upon it for an en- 
tire month’s receipts best tells the story 
of how they have been impressed by ..e 
perils pressing closely upon the in- 
fants of the tenement districts of St.

It is with infinite satisfaction to the 
British who had long iooked at the eyes 
sore of the twin towers of. the mining 


works at Loos that they now have in 
their possession this German position. 
The church at Loos, which had been 
used as an observation post, is a heap 
of stone, as the result of the bombard- 
ment preceding the attack. . 

The normal population of Loos is 10,000 
poor miners and their families. Three 
hundred of these remained during the 
battle, taking shelter in the cellars of 
their wrecked, miserable homes. One 
old woman, who cooked for the Ger- 
mans, is now cooking for the British. 
As the skirmish line approached the 
town it saw six women and a child com- 
ing toward it in the midst of the battle. 
Some of the British soldiers turned from 
the flerce business of the charge to res- 
cue them, but before they could get the 
women under some sort of shelter two 
of them were wounded. 

Electric Lights in Trenches. 

The pani a and permanency of 
the German trenches indicated the ap- 
parent continued belief of the Germans 
in the security of their line. Dugouts 
often 30 feet deep were cemented and 
contained electric lights and arm chairs. 
Some of them were impenetrable even 
to high explosive shells of big caliber. 

The British bombardment cut the wire 
in front of the German trenches to bits 
and battered the firing trenches and 
traverses into irregular piles of earth. 
Under such a flailing of shells it was 
suicidal for the Germans to attempt to 


te man their machine guns or use their 
rifles. 

When the artillery work was perfect- 
ed the British infantry sprang over the 
parapets at a given moment. Sprinting 
toward the Germun trench they arrived 
almost without opposition. Then the 
German treach was theirs, with the 
Germans who. were alive huddled in 
their caves.

hand, if a British soldier started to en- 
ter or even showed himself he was re- 
ceived with a fusillade. In case of re- 
fusal to surrender bombs were thrown 
into the dugout, without the thrower of 
them exposing himself. The Germans 
surviving the explosion usually gave in, 
though not always, for some of them 
died fighting to the last man. 

Some incidents had a humorous as 
well as a tragic side. In these sudden 
encounters at close quarters, where the 
charging Briton met a German emerg- 
ing from his dugout, the bayonet, 
bombs, and even fists were sometimes 
brought into play in the ensuing melee. 
One difficulty was the gathering and 
guarding of prisoners in such a confined 
space as the irregular wrecked trenches. 
With rifles and bombs lying about the 
Germans even after capitulating were 
likely to seize them and rush to the 
cover of a traverse trench or into a 
shell crater and renew the fight. The 
Lritish are keeping to the tactical plan 
undertaken by them to gain a certain 
amount of ground with each attack. 

Germans Fought Desperately. 

The Germans fought desperately and) 
the viciousness of their counter attacks | 
apparently was due to rage over the| 
loss of their comfortable dugouts, which 
had cost them so much painstaking 
labor, and the unpleasant prospects of a 
winter in the mud, building new caves. 

The rear of the army during the ac- 
tion presented a varied scene, which 
was the more coricentrated because of 
the narrow front of the operations. 
There were the slightly wounded walk- 
ing back, the steady tramp of fresh 
regiments going forward, processions :* 
Swift, smooth-running motor ambu- 
lances, whose burdens would be back in 
England in %4 hours, longer and seem- 
ingly endless processions of powerfu'

The distances of the last ranges at 
which they were fired before the British 
infantry engulfed them are chalked 
on some of the gun shields. Perhaps 
the most interesting trophy is a Rus- 
sian machine gua taken by the Ger- 
mans from the Russians on the eastern 
front and now retaken by the British.

THE EXTINCTION OF ‘A RACE. 

Every member of the Teutonic alliance has 
now succeeded in profoundly stirring the senti- 
ment of friendly America—Germany by the sub- 
marine war, Austria by the intriguing that made 
Dumba’s recall unavoidable and Turkey by the 
Armenian cruelties. 

The horrifying maximum of Armenians assert- 
ed ip any report to have been exterminated is 
450,000. Twice or three times as many still re 
main to be exterminated in the Turkish Empire. 
Having decided on the extinction of a race, why 
should she stop? Why should favoritism be 
shown the million or more remaining by per- 
mitting them to live? . The notice afay be effective 
in saving thousands of lives. 

The reports in which our Government finds 
some large element of truth charge: 

That 14,000 Armenian men have been taken 
to sea from various ports on lighters and 
other craft and drowned, and uncounted wom- 
en abducted for Turkish harems. 

That many leaders, including higher clergy, 
have been hanged or shot on-false allega- 
tions. 

That colonies in which Armenians lived in 
large numbers have been broken up, the men 
of military age killed and the women, the 
children, the aged, forced to migrate long 
distances on foot through desert regions. 

That thirst, starvation, bullets, bayonets 
have brought death in frightful form to tens 
of thousands on these migrations under in- 
human guards. 4 : 

That great numbers have been bastinadoed 
until they died. : 

That thousands under various, conditions 

—in concentrado camps in which Spanish bar- 

barity is exceeded, in barren countries to 

which they have been exiled, in hostile sec- 
tions in which they are deprived of all means 
of earning or obtaining in anyeway a living 

—are dying of disease and lack of food. 

The notice served by the President en the 
Sultan through Ambassador Morgenthau does not 
mean that war with Turkey is a possibility. Such 
a.war under existing conditions would have small 
utility in accomplishing the object sought. 

It means that the United States Government, 
which has its own sources of information in 
Turkey, has cause for giving credence to those 
reports which Ambassador yon Bernstorff thc 
other day called “pure inventions.” 

It means that a continuance of the Armenian 
atrocities may cause us to suspend all diplomatic 
intercourse with her as unworthy of any place 
among civilized Powers. 
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This may be Turkey’s last opportunity to mas- 
sacre Christians.

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BULGARIA AS RUSSIA’S CUBA. 

Foreign Affairs Minister Sazenoff says the 
“whole Russian nation is aroused by the unthink- 
able treachery of King Ferdinand of Bulgaria and 
his Government.” J 

,We can appreciate Russia’s feeling by imagin- 
ing that at a time when the United States were 
in a death struggle Cuba should deliberately take 
the side of our enemies. Bulgaria owes its 
national existence to Russia in as pronounced a 
sense as Cuba does to the United States. In addi- 
tion, Bulgaria is joined to Russia by racial and 
religious ties that have no counterpart in the 
forces merging the interests of Cuba and the 
United States. 

If King Ferdinand and the plotters at Sofia 
who are trying to change the entire direction of 
the evénts that gave Bulgaria its place on the 
map have painfully skort memories, they will 
doubtless find that the former friends whom they 
are making their enemies have long memories. 
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NAIVE ADVICE. 
The Hamburg Nachrichten cannot see any rea- 
son for excitement on the part of Servia and the 
entente Powers over Bulgaria’s attitude. It says 
Germany only wants to occupy the Servian bank 
of the Danube in order to assure the sending of 
necessary war supplies to Turkey. It tells Servia 
to be prudent and good and make way for Ger- 
many. , 
In view of the possible consequences to Servia 
in the occupation of her bank of the Danube by 
German-Austrian-Bulgarian forces and of the 
consequences to Servia and all of her allies in a 
victory in Turkey for the German-Austrian-Turk- 
ish-Bulgafian alliance, the Nachrichten’s advice 
is the most charming bit of naivete that has come 
out of the war. The Germans cannot see the 
other side. 
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A WAR OF TEACHERS. 

Germany has 57 per cent of her regular sem- 
inarial teachers at the battle front, or 54,720 men, 
and only 2781 of them are officers; 5212 have 
already received the iron cross for bravery. 
Austria has sent 34 per cent of all her teachers 
to the war, or 31,543 men. While all university 
professors have been pronounced exempt, over 
2000 have volunteered their services, and 1311 
have been accepted. 
France has 61,234 teachers in the’ ranks, — or 
about 60 per cent of all male teachers. Over one- 
third of them are on the lists of dead and missing. 

English teachers have responded to the call to 
arms, and have been keen to serve their country. 
Over 16,000 have been sent to the front and 4000 
odd are still drilling in the home camps. 
All the secondary schools in Lombardy and 
Pledmont are closed; and in the Campagna, 
Naples and Florence women teachers are carry- 
ing on the parochial schools. The only Italian 
schools in which the teaching forces are not 
affected directly are the great universities, which, 
however, suffer greatly from lack of immatricula- 
tion. 
These figures are culled from reports of news- 
papers of good standing in their countries. 
There’ are no direct statistics regarding Rus- 
sian teachers. But the Madgeburger Neuigkeiten 
asserts that there are 18,000 Russian teachers in 
the German prison camps. |

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THE REDEMPTION OF A ROCKEFELLER. 


Rockefeller proposes to replace feudalism in the 
Colorado mines includes many substantial con- 
cessions to the men which will result in social 
and physical improvements. 

It gives permanent recognition to the eight- 
hour day below ground. guarantees the right 
to attend meetings. Most important of all, it 
introduces the principle of collective bargaining.

The union can undoubtedly control at present 
the choice of a large number of representatives 
in the conferences provided for under the col- 
lective bargaining plan. It can control more as 
the process of unionizing the workers continues. 
When all have been unionized collective bargain- 
ing on the part of the whole body of employes will 
practically mean collective bargaining on the part 
of the union.

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ANOTHER FALL OF BABYLON. 

A British force cleaned up an army of Turks 
in the outskirts of Bagdad the other morning, 
and the last we heard of it it was marching on 
that suburb of the fallen but dearly remembered 
Babylon. Bagdad, indeed, with its Arabian 
Nights imagination and magic liars’ carpet, has 
set up to be the origina! Babylon, whose remains 
in reality are 70 miles away. If not the original, 
Pagdad was a great suburb. Camel trains ran 
hourly between the two, with theater trains at 
night; a rural free delivery service, parcel post 
and other features gave Bagdad all the luxuries 
of the splendiferous metropolis o®which it proudly 
considered itself a part. Before they turned old 
Nebuchadnezzar out to grass he made a pair of 
fine towns of them. Hanging gardens, orchestra, 
cabaret features and a tower of Babel that would 
be the envy of Kansas City’s electric park, he 
gave to Babylon prope if it could be called 
proper—while to Babylon improper, as Bagdad re- 
joiced to be known, he gave a palace that would 
lay over the pleasure dome of Kubla Khan. Both 
towns worshipped the culture god, Ea—which is 
interesting in these days of culture. In most 
other respects they were like the Siamese twins, 
and when the Assyrian came down like the wolf 
on the fold, with his cohorts all gleaming in 
purple and gold, he fell on Bagdad the same as on 
Babylon. United they stood and united they fell 
again and again. The last time they had a con- 
siderable fall together was in 538 B. C., when 
Cyrus the Elamite took a fall out of them—and 
Babylon never got up. She left us some tabloid 
literature and cuneiform inscriptions to tell the 
sad story—the professors are still working on the 
old rocks. Bagdad got up, however, and, despite 
gme more minor falls, worried along till she final- 
ly achieved the distinction of being chosen as the 
terminus of the Germans’ proposed Oriental rail- 
way. Alas, this beautiful promoters’ dream is at 
an end, for Bagdad {fs falling into British hands. 
Bagdad was the pot of gold at the end of the 
German rainbow—now tho British come along and 
put out the rainbow. 

Well, we don’t know how much will be left of 
{tt when the British get through with it, but like 
the other Babylon, it will be remembered. Its 
vast Mohammedan shrines, its great Mohammedan 
priests and vast Mohammedan liars, its celebrated 
poets, romancers and robbers will never be for- 
gotten. The vision of its splendor, its gorgeous 
coloring, will neyer depart from imagination. It 
will be remembered for the reds, blues, purples 
and yellows of its rugs that outshine those of 
Damascus, and for the brilllant Bagdad silks and 
marvelous textile fabrics, envy of the world. And 
it will long be remembered for the gorgeous dream 
in prismatic colors that would have made it the 
railroad terminus and Oriental outlet of Kultur.

“HAT automobile speeding in any community 
is the fault of the community itself is easily | 
proven by what hasn’t happened in Portland, 
Ore., in the last nine months. Nobody has been run 
down by an automobile in that city in this time, 
though Portland has a population of 300,000. The rea- 
son is that nine months ago the City Council of 
Portland revised the ordinance in this matter, doing 


. away with the fines and substituting the rock pile. . 


Since then automobiles are driven through the streets 
of Portland as if engaged in an organized effort to 
keep pedestrians from becoming extinct. Drivers 
blow their horns, halt and make an anxious racket 
before rounding corners. When they do appear it is 
with great caution. Both hands and feet are on some- 
thing that will assist in bringing the machine to a 
sudden stop. Our local pastime of making a group 
of pedestrians venturing a crossing scatter like quail 
is unknown in Portland. Drivers approach such 
groups prayerfully. They signal everybody just 
where they intend running, and their countenances 
are sobered by a profound respect for human life. 
Instead of running up at about 30 miles an hour and 
feinting with his steering wheel both right and left, 
until he gets pedestrians milling, the Portland driver 
eases off everywhere when he sees the crossing and 
says to himself: ‘‘Here is a good place to get on the 
rock pile.’’
